REMARKS 

Applicant believes that claims 1, 2, and 4 are readable upon Figs. 8-15, claim 3 is 
readable upon Figs. 11 and 14, claim 5 and 6 are readable upon Figs. 12 and 13, and claims 7 
and 8 are readable upon Fig. 15. Applicant also believes that claims 9-11 are readable upon 
Figs. 16-26, claims 12 and 13 are readable upon Figs. 16-21, and claim 14 is readable upon Fig. 
22. Applicant further believes that claims 15 and 16 is readable upon Figs. 23 and 24, claim 17 
is readable upon Fig. 25, and claims 18 and 19 are readable upon Fig. 26. Moreover, in response 
to the Election Requirement, Applicant elects Species I, the species of Figs. 8-10, with 
associated claims 1, 2, and 4, without traverse. Although the Election Requirement indicates that 
none of the claims are generic, Applicant maintains that claims 1, 2, and 4 are generic to Species 
I-V and that claims 9-11 are generic to Species VI-X. Consequently, Applicant maintains that if 
any of claims 1, 2, and 4 are allowed in the above-captioned patent application, any claims 
associated with Species II-V also should be allowed in the above-captioned patent application.
